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Leaders aim 
to prevent 
a shutdown 
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WASHINGTON — Pres- 
ident Donald Trump and 
top congressional leaders 
are set to meet Thursday 
to discuss enacting a stop- 
gap spending agreement in 
hopes of averting a govern- 
ment shutdown. 

Facing a Friday deadline, 
Senate Minority Leader 
Charles Schumer, D-NY., 
and House Minority Leader 
Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., said 
Monday that they accepted 
Trump’s invitation to meet 
at the White House with 
top Republican leaders the 
night before government 
funding dries up. 

The meeting date puts 
pressure on GOP lead- 
ers to shore up support in 
their own ranks ahead of a 
vote on a plan to keep the 
government operating two 
more weeks as talks con- 
tinue. 

But the GOP will need 
Democratic votes to suc-

High court lets travel ban take effect 


Ruling puts no limits on Trump order, applies until legal challenges resolved 
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WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court on Monday 
allowed the third version of 
President Donald Trump’s 
travel ban to go into effect 
while legal challenges against 
it continue. 

The court’s brief, unsigned 
orders Monday urged appeals 
courts to move swiftly to de- 
termine whether the latest 
ban was lawful. Justices Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg and Sonia 
Sotomayor said they would 
have denied the administra- 
tion’s request to allow the 
latest ban to go into effect. 

The court’s orders mean 
that the administration can 


fully enforce its new re- 
strictions on travel from 
eight nations, six of them 
predominantly Muslim. For 
now, most citizens of Iran, 
Libya, Syria, Yemen, Soma- 
lia, Chad and North Korea 
will be barred from entering 
the United States, along with 
some groups of people from 
Venezuela. 

The new orders apply for 
the remainder of the appeals 
process, including possible 
Supreme Court review. 

The restrictions vary in 
their details, but in most cas- 
es, citizens of the countries 
will be unable to emigrate to 
the United States permanent- 
ly and many will be barred 
from working, studying or 


vacationing here. 

Iran, for example, will 
still be able to send its citi- 
zens on student exchanges, 
though such visitors will be 
subject to enhanced screen- 
ing. Somalis will no longer 
be allowed to emigrate to the 
United States but may visit 
with extra screening. 

The Supreme Court’s or- 
ders effectively overturned 
a compromise in place since 
June, when the court said 
travelers with connections 
to the United States could 
continue to travel here not- 
withstanding restrictions in 
earlier versions of the ban. 

Now, those relationships 
will no longer provide a blan- 
ket exemption from the ban, 


although visa officials can 
make exceptions on a case- 
by-case basis. 

The justices offered no 
explanation for their order, 
but the administration had 
said that blocking the full 
ban was causing “irreparable 
harm” because the policy is 
based on legitimate national 
security and foreign policy 
concerns. 

White House spokesman 
Hogan Gidley said the White 
House is “not surprised by to- 
day’s Supreme Court decision 
permitting immediate en- 
forcement of the President’s 
proclamation limiting travel 
from countries presenting 
heightened risks of terror-

Secret Manafort op-ed 
said to have Russia tie 


Prosecutors: Swaying public was goal 
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WASHINGTON — 
While facing several felony 
charges, Paul Manafort, the 
former campaign chairman 
for President Donald Trump, 
has been working on an op- 
ed essay with a longtime 
colleague “assessed to have 
ties” to a Russian intelligence 
service, according to court 
papers filed Monday by 
prosecutors working for spe- 
cial counsel Robert Mueller. 

In a court filing, prose- 
cutors say Manafort and the 
colleague sought to publish 
the op-ed under someone 
else’s name and intended for 
it to influence public opinion 
about his work in Ukraine. 
The op-ed was being draft- 
ed as late as last week, with 
Manafort currently under 


house arrest. Prosecutors 
did not name the colleague 
but noted that the person is 
based in Russia. 

Manafort faces sever- 
al felony charges involving 
allegations of money laun- 
dering and other financial 
crimes related to his political 
consulting work in Ukraine. 
He has been confined to his 
home while he works out a 
bond arrangement with the 
government. 

Manafort has denied 
wrongdoing related to his 
work in Ukraine. A spokes- 
man for Manafort declined 
comment on the op-ed de- 
scribed by prosecutors. 

In the court filing, pros- 
ecutors say the op-ed ap- 
peared to violate an admon- 
ishment from the judge last
